STANDARD MUCH MALIGNED 


Boyle Thou Defends T ru st’s Conneettou 


W ith South Im provem ent Company* 


B efore In d u strial Commission. 


W a s h in g to n , Sept. 7.—The indus­ 
trial commission resumed its sittings in 
this city, aud P. C. Boyle, editor of the 
Oil City Derrick, said, iii reply to ques­ 
tions, tiiat he owned the majority of the 
stock of the paper and that it was tile 
organ of the oil producers generally. He 
said that the Standard Oil company had 
afforded no occasion for criticism for the 
pa>t ti‘ii years. 
He had come before the commission i 
upon his owru invitation and not in re- j 
sDouse to the solicitation of the Stand­ 
ard company. 
Mr. Boyle read a prepared statement 
of great length. 
It was a review of tile 
history of oil production in the United 
States. 
In reply to a question, Mr. Boyle said 
there was uow no tax ou the oil prod­ 
uction. 
“ Would not such a tax be ti good 
source of revenue?” Mr. Livingston 
asked. 
“ it would be a source of revenue, 
certainly,” the witness replied, “ but I 
ain not prepared to say that it would 
be a good source either for the producer 
or tin* consumer.” 
Coining to the year of 1872, Mr. 
Boyle entered upon the history of the 
S ou th improvement company, one of 
the first e ffo rts to form a combination 
of the oil interests. 
This organization 
was, he continued, the result of a move 
went by the railroads and not by the 
oil men. 
“ The Standard Oil company,” lie 
added, “ has been much maligned in 
connection with this organization.” 
The purpose of the combination was 
to give a special differential rate, in- 
said, “ but there was so much com­ 
plaint betwe<-ii the oil interest that the 
purpose was uot carried out.”

Ii D known, however, that tho 
report, in part, cites tile conditions 
when iii 1890 congress passed the act 
to provide relief tor distilled veterans 
aud their widows and orphans, not con­ 
ditioned upon evidence I hat they wen* 
disabled while iii the service. 
It is claimed that tile original con­ 
struction of :iii> law was abrogated in 
1892 by most unjust and am bary rul­ 
ings ot the pension commissioner first 
placing the burden of proof upon ap­ 
plicants for pension that they were not 
suffering from disabilities consequent 
upon their own vicious habits, and in 
tin ruling that widows of veterans who 
applied for pensions were not eligible if 
they had an income aggregating *8 per 
month. 
The committee, the report continues, 
had on Jan. 12 of this year waited upon 
the secretary of the interior, commis­ 
sioner of pensions aud filially on Presi­ 
dent AicKinley to point out the i u i u s - 
tiee of these rulings and expressed a 
confidext belief that the president- will > 
take measures to bring about a different 
ruling in the near future.

Freystaetter’s Life.

Freystaetter had recent­ 
ly returned from tour years’ dangerous 
campaig ning in .Madagascar, where he 
was sent soon after being a judg e at 
the first trial of Hreyfus. 
Society, especially the society of the 
army, has long l)eeu acijuainted with 
the pretty romance that drew tg^ethtr 
the daugliter of the aristocratic ^anuel 
family and the young hero of fne last 
Algerian insurrection; the officer of 
marine infantry who later drew a cry 
of 
admiration 
from 
tlie world 
by 
storming the almost impregnable forts 
at Tuyeniiuan, Tomiuin, in the face of 
sucii resistance tliat more than three- 
fourths of the men he led were hacked 
to iiieccs. 
When tlie news of the terri­ 
ble iiglil reached France, her people 
were wild with excitement. 
Mile. Mauuel, then 
Id years 
old. 
oiiened one day an illustrated newspa­ 
per. 
She was attracted by the portrait 
of a face at once gentle and full of 
character. 
It was the portrait of Lieu­ 
tenant Freyslaetler. 
'I’he girl reail his 
biography, which told of all his previ­ 
ous exploits iiud linally of the most 
brilliant epi.'^ode of his career, the cap­ 
ture of the 'I'uyen ocean forts. 
Ib‘r 
enthusiastic nature was fired by ad­ 
miration for tliis hero. She was young. 
The picture slie observeil showeil a 
H.viiiiiathetic vi.s;ige. On the impulse of 
the moment .<he wrote a few lines on 
her photograph and maileil it to the 
distant 
colony 
wliere 
Freystaetter, 
continuing 
Ids work, was 
pursuing 
that pir.aticai tribe called Black Flags, 
which iiaiassed France’s far east colo­ 
ny for seven years. 
on e night, witli a small re-enforce- 
inenl of troeps, tltere came to h'fi'V- 
staetter the lii.st letters he had receiv­

to be a eaiitain and wa.s assigned to 
.Madagascar. His four years tlnu'e fail 
ed to stiain the love or to tire the pa 
tienee of the woman who had given her 
heart to him. 
Feriodieally the newsjiapers 
made 
known to her the full Importance of 
his work in Mn<lagascar and his dar­ 
ing feats, which he was too modest to 


describe in his letters. 
Her parent.s 
took advantag e of Freystaetter’s ah- 
se.ifca; to bring greater pressure to force 
their separation. 
Instead, her devo­ 
tion ilaily g rew more absolute. 
One <lay Freystaetter's name appear­ 
ed in the Ikst of the wounded at the 
caiiture of an obscure Hova village in 
the 
interior 
of 
Madagascar. 
Mile. 
Manuel read his name and fell stiffiy 
backward. 
For weeks her life was 
J espaireil of. 
The sudden uew’s had 
brought on complete collapse of her 
constitution, undermined by the aw ­ 
ful nervous strain, by the everlasting, 
cruel struggle. 
Her parents’ eyes were 
opened, their hearts were 
touched, 
they 
wept. 
Their opposition ended 
when Freystaetter returned to France 
last spring —xliss Mauuel and he were 
married. 
Hut his happiness was marred by 
the cousciousiiess that he had helped 
to Idast the happiness of another. 
He 
reci*ived tla* news of Colonel Henry’s 
suicide vvliile he was in Madagascar. 
From that day his conseieuoe g ave him 
no rest. 
Immediately upon his return 
to France he asked permission of the 
minister of war to testify before the 
iourt of cassation. 
The story of the 
petty peivsecutious he has endured be­ 
cause of his attitude never ^111 he 
written. 
Freystaetter is a gooil sol­ 
dier, 
No iujustiee infiicteil upon him 
could cau.se him to deuouuce his su­ 
perior otlieers. 
He says little, talks

Then his friends present argued with 
him.

Mol- 
lie .Manuel, who had listeiieil, broke 
her silence.

man is as iiobh* as the man.

Strange Romance In Captain 
Freystaetter’s Life.

Manuel, 
then Captain

now his wife, who uttered these words 
at V ersailles som e mouths ago, says 
the Bennes correspondent of the New 
York World. 
Freystaetter had recent­ 
ly returned from four years’ dangerous 
cam paigning in M adagascar, where he 
w as seut soon after being a judge at 
the first trial of Dreyfus. 
Society, especially the society of the 
army, has long been acquainted with 
the pretty romance that drew together 
the daughter of the aristocratic Manuel 
fam ily and the youug hero of fhe last 
Alge riau insurrection; the officer of 
marine infantry who later drew a cry 
of 
admiration 
from 
the world 
by 
storm ing the alm ost impregnable forts 
at Tuyenquuu, Touquiu, in the face of 
such resistance that more than three- 
fourths of the men he led were hacked 
to pieces. 
When the new s of the terri­ 
ble fight reached France, her people 
were wild with excitem ent. 
Mile. 
Manuel, then 
It* years 
old, 
opened one day an illustrated new spa­ 
per. 
She w as attracted by the portrait 
of a face at once gentle and full of 
character. 
It was the portrait of Lieu­ 
tenant Freystaetter. 
The girl read his 
biography, which told of all his previ­ 
ous exploits and finally of the most 
brilliant episode of his career, the cap­ 
ture of the Tuyen ocean forts, 
lier 
enthusiastic nature w as tired by ad­ 
miration for this hero. She w as youug. 
The picture she observed showed a 
sym pathetic visage. Du the im pulse of 
the moment she wrote a few lines on 
her photograph and mailed it to the 
distant 
colony 
where 
Freystaetter, 
continuing 
Ii is work, w as 
pursuing 
that piratical tribe called Black Flags, 
which harassed France’s far east colo­ 
ny for seven years. 
One night, with a sm all re-enforce­ 
ment of troops, there cam e to Frey­ 
staetter the hist letters he had receiv­ 
ed in mouths. 
In one was the photo- 
giaph of a beautiful girl unknown to 
him, aud on ii were a few lines of 
handwriting. 
W hat words were w rit­ 
ten there none but Mile. Manuel and 
the soldier she loves have ever beeu 
allowed to know. 
But his com rades 
say 
Freystaetter alw ays carried the 
portrait in his breast—a precious treas­ 
ure—aud at night, sitting apart from 
the others, lie was ofteu seen to gaze 
long on Hie picture by the light of the 
camp tire aud then to seem to dream 
of one afar. 
M eantime at Versailles 
Mile. Manuel w as fast grow ing to lie 
the beautiful woman she is now. 
The 
best aud most desirable suitors who 
approached her aud craved her hand 
m et with a firm but kind refusal. 
Four years passed. She was 20 years 
old, but none could move her heart. 
lier fam ily, distressed, begged her for 
an explanation. 
” 1 am iu love,” she 
finally confessed. 
‘‘Some day the man 
I have chosen will come to m e.” 
Nei­ 
ther h o e nor throats could gain more 
than that enigm atical answ er from tin* 
proud young woman. 
Who can tell 
hat kept her aud her lover true? 
Were they 
corresponding 
all 
these 
years? Dr were they both so romantic, 
so trustful, so com pletely won by the 
portrait each had seen, that the pledge 
on her pit dograph sufficed? 
Again, 
none will know, for this man and wo­ 
man have kept the subtle flavor of 
their lo \e wholly to them selves. 
Barly In I MD M. and Mine. Manuel 
received an unexposed visit from a 
line looking officer, whose face was 
young, whose hair w as tinged with 
gray. 
A long conversation 
ensued. 
The good people, with profound respect 
for traditions awd the conventional, 
were almost stupefied as they listened 
to this unknown man, just returned 
from Tompiiu. who announced he had 
com e iii claim their daughter. 
M ademoiselle was called in. 
It was 
the first meeting between the girl who 
five years before had seut her p h o to ­ 
graph and the man who received it In 
the weird jungles of Cochin China. 
W hat astonishm ent must have par­ 
alyzed tin* father and mother as they 
heard their daughter calm ly announce 
that she was willing to marry the man 
she saw for the first time! 
The scene 
has never been described, but eau* be 
im agined. 
Because of M. M anners an­ 
ger all V ersailles soon learned of the 
extraordinary affair of 
the Manuel 
fam ily aud of their daughter, absolute­ 
ly wild with the idea that she must 
becom e the colonial fighter’s wife. 
Moreover. Freystaetter is a Protes­ 
tant, aud therefore m adem oiselle’s par­ 
ents stubbornly opposed the marriage. 
But 
nothing would discourage 
this 
pair, who, if they loved faithfully be­ 
fore they met, loved ardently af ut 
they 
knew 
each 
other, though 
t’:e 
attitude of both was most respectful 


throughout. 
The thoughtful girl was 
unwilling to break Into open rebellion 
a g a in .i lier parents, and Freyaiaettor 
was not the man to advise It 
All this 
was iii 1894. 
Soon after the first trial 
of Dreyfus Freystaetter w as promoted 
to be a captain and w as assigned to 
Madagascar. His four years there fail 
cd to strain the love or to tire the pa 
tience of the woman who had given her 
heart to him. 
Periodically tho newspapers 
made 
known to her the full Importance of 
his work in M adagascar aud his dar­ 
ing feats, which he w as too modest to 


describe in his letters. 
H er parents 
took advantage of Freystaetter’s ab­ 
s c is e to bring greater pressure to force 
their separation. 
Instead, her devo­ 
tion daily grew more absolute. 
Due day Freystaetter’s name appear­ 
ed in the list of the wounded at the 
capture of au obscure H ova village in 
the 
interior 
of 
Madagascar. 
Mile. 
Manuel read his name aud fell stiffly 
backward. 
For w eeks ber life was 
despaired of. 
The sudden new s had 
brought on com plete collapse of her 
constitution, undermined by the aw ­ 
ful nervous strain, by the everlasting, 
cruel struggle. Her parents’ eyes were 
opened, their hearts were 
touched, 
they wept. 
Their opposition ended 
when Freystaetter returned to France 
last spring—Miss Mauuel and he were 
married. 
But his happiness w as marred by 
the consciousness that he had helped 
to blast the happiness of another, 
lie 
received the new s of Colonel H enry’s 
suicide while he was iu Madagascar. 
From that day his conscience gave him 
uo rest. 
Im m ediately upon his return 
to Frauce he asked perm ission of the 
m inister of war to testify before the 
tourt of cassation. 
The story of the 
petty persecutions he has endured be­ 
cause of his attitude never iyill be 
written. 
Freystaetter is a good sol­ 
dier, 
No injustice Inflicted upon bim 
could cause him to deuouuce his su­ 
perior officers. 
He says little, talks 
only when he must, but no power oo 
oarth could shake his resolution. 
H is brother officers have refused to 
lissociate with bim, his superiors have 
threatened him. 
Duce w hile visiting 
the M anuels at Versailles three of his 
superior officers came to dissuade him 
I rum the course his conscience dictat­ 
ed. lie answered: “I must. 
I regret I 
arn 
compelled 
to 
make 
disclosures 
against members of the army. 
But I 
i lust. 
It is my duty.” 
Then his friends present argued with 
bim. 
“You are ruining your career. 
Your promotion to be major will be in­ 
definitely postponed.” 
Only one voice 
v as raised in defense of his ideas. Mol­ 
lie Manuel, who had listened, bruke 
ber silence. 
“Mieux vaut plus d’honneur et meins 
de galons,” sin- said. 
(“Better a lower 
rank aud unsullied honor.”) 
The wo­ 
man is as noble as the man. They are 
worthy of each other.

at Tuyenquau, Touquiu, in the face of 
such resistance that more than three- 
fourths of the men he led w ere hacked 
to pieces. 
When the new s of the terri­ 
ble tight reached France, her people 
w ere wild with e x c ite m en t 
Mile. 
Manuel, 
then 
It* years 
old, 
opened oue day an illustrated new spa­ 
per. 
She w as attracted by the portrait 
o f a face at once gentle aud full of 
character. 
It w as the portrait of Lieu­ 
tenant Freystaetter. 
The girl read his 
biography, w hich told of all his previ­ 
ous exploits and finally of the most 
brilliant episode of his career, the cap­ 
ture of the Tuyen ocean forts. 
Her 
enthusiastic nature w as tired by ad- 
m I ration for (bis hero. She w as youug. 
The picture she observed show ed a 
sym pathetic visage. 
On the impulse of 
the moment she wrote a few lines on 
her photograph and mailed It to the 
distant

Freystaetter,

pursuing 
that piratical tribe called Black Flags, 
which harassed France’s far east colo­ 
ny for seven years. 
One night, with a sm all re-enforce* 
merit of troops, there cam e to Frey­ 
staetter (In* first letters he had receiv­ 
ed iii mouths. 
In oue w as the photo­ 
glyph of a beautiful girl unknown to 
him, aud on ii were a few lines of 
ha ml waiting. 
What words were w rit­ 
ten there none but Mile. Manuel ami 
the soldier she loves have ever beeu 
allow ed to know. 
But his com rades 
say 
Freystaetter a lw a y s carried the 
portrait in his breast—a precious treas­ 
ure—and at night, sitting apart from 
the others, lie w as often seen to ga/.*? 
long on tin* picture by the light of the 
cam p fire aud then to seem to dream 
of one afar. 
M eantime at Versailles 
Mile. Manuel w as fast gro w in g to be 
the beautiful woman she is now. 
Tho 
best and most desirable suitors who 
approached her ami craved her hand 
m et with a firm but kind refusal. 
Four years passed. 
She was ‘JU years 
old, but none could m ove lier heart. 
Her family, distressed, begged her for 
ail explanation. 
“ I am iii hive,” she 
filially confessed.

I have chosen w ill come t*> m e.”

ther It*\ ** nor threats could gain more 
than that enigm atical answ er from the 
proud young woman.

The goo*I people, with profound respect 
for traditions and the conventional, 
were almost stupefied as they listened 
to this unknown man, just returned 
from Tonquin. who announced he had 
coni*1 to claim their daughter. 
Mademoiselle w as tailed in.

tin.* first meeting betw een the girl win) 
five years before had sent her photo­ 
graph and th** man who received it in 
th** weird jungles of Cochin China. 
W hat astonishm ent must have par­ 
alyzed th** father ami m other as they 
heard their (laughter calm ly announce 
that she w as willing to marry the man 
she saw for the first time! 
The seem* 
has never been described, but can' be 
im agined. 
Because of M. M anuel’s lin­ 
ger all Versailles soon learned of the 
extraordinary affair of 
the 
Manuel 
fam ily and of their daughter, absolute­ 
ly wild with the idea that she must 
becom e the colonial fighter’s wife. 
Moreover. F reystaetter is a ITotes 
tant, and therefore m adem oiselle's par 
ents stubbornly opposed the marriage. 
But 
nothing would discourage 
this 
pair, who, if they loved faithfully be­ 
fore they 
met, loved ardently a Ber 
they 
knew 
each 
other, though 
f i e 
attitude of both was most respectful 


throughout. 
The thoughtful girl was 
unw illing to break Into open rebellion 
again a hor parents, and Freystaetter 
w as not th** man to advise it. 
All tin s 
was in I SJM. 
Soon after the first trial 
of D reyfus Freystaetter w a s promoted 
to lie a captain and w as assigned to 
Madagascar. His four years then* fail 
**<1 to strain the love or to tire the pa 
Donee of fin* wom an who had given her 
heart to him. 
Periodically the new spapers 
mad* 
known to her the full Importance of 
his work In M adagascar and his dar­ 
ing feats, which he w as too modest to 


describe in his letters. 
H er parents 
took advantage of Freystaetter’s ab­ 
seils* to bring greater pressure to force 
their separation. 
Instead, her devo­ 
tion daily grew more absolute. 
Oil** day F reystaetter’* nam e appear­ 
ed in the list of the wounded at the 
capture o f an obscure H ova village in 
tin? 
interior 
of 
M adagascar. 
Mile. 
M anuel read his nam e aud fell stiffly 
backward. 
For w eeks her life was 
despaired of. 
The sudden new s had 
brought on com plete collapse of her 
constitution, undermined by the a w ­ 
ful nervous strain, by the everlasting, 
cruel struggle. 
Her parents’ eyes w ere 
opened, 
their 
hearts 
were 
touched, 
they 
wept. 
Their opposition ended 
when Freystaetter returned to France 
last sp r in g —Miss Manuel aud he were 
married. 
But his happiness w as marred by 
the consciousness that he had helped 
to blast the happiness of another. 
He 
received tis* new s of Colonel H enry’s 
suicide while he w’as in M adagascar. 
From that day his conscience gave him 
uo rest. 
Im m ediately upon Ills return 
to France he asked perm ission of the 
minister of war to testify before the 
rourt of cassation. 
The story of the 
petty persecutions he has endured be­ 
cause of his attitude never t^ill he 
written. 
Freystaetter is a good sol­ 
dier, 
No injustice inflicted upon him 
(*0111*1 cause him to denounce his su­ 
perior officers. 
H e says little, talks 
only when lie must, but no pow er on 
earth could shake his resolution. 
H is brother officers have refused to 
associate with him, his superiors have 
threatened him. 
Duce w hile visiting 
(he M anuels at Versailles three of his 
superior officers cam e to dissuade him 
from the course his conscience dictat­ 
ed* H e answ ered: “I must.

against m em bers of the army.

It is my duty.” 
Then his friends present argued with 
bim. 
“ You are ruining your career.

Moi­ 
lle Manuel, who had listened, broke 
her silence.

man is as noble as the man.

There are two routes by means of 
which the disease may pass from India 
to Europe,

V. C. 
Vaughn iu Popular Science Monthly 
for September. One of these is by ship 
through the Red sea. the Suez canal 
and the Mediterranean; the other is 
overland from the northwestern prov­ 
inces of India through Afghanistan In­ 
to southeastern Europe. 
Iu fact, there 
are three overland routes from north­ 
western India into Europe. 
One of 
these leads from Lahore, the da pita I of 
the Pupjab, through Afghanistan Into 
the Transcaspian province of Russia. 
Tin* 
Transcaspian 
railway 
extends 
from Samarkand, a place of about 35,- 
000 inhabitants, through the desert to 
the Caspian sea at Ouzoiiu Ada. 
The 
latter place is connected by steamer 
with Baku and the Russian railroad 
system. 
The second overlaud route 
starts from the northwestern prov­ 
inces. or Afghanistan, or Baluchistan. 
[tasses through Persia, extending on up 
between tilt* Caspian and Black seas, 
and ’crosses the Caucasus mountains 
in the neighborhood of Tiffis. 
This 
same 
route 
passes 
through 
Teheran, the capital of Persia, with a 
population 
of 
about 
225,000. This 
route is also largely employed by com­ 
mercial travelers, especially from R u s ­ 
sia. The third overland route passes 
through Persia and Turkey in Asia up 
to Constantinople. This route cannot 
be called a commercial highway, but 
it is used to a considerable extent, es­ 
pecially fly pilgrims, and since at no 
point 
do 
travelers along this route 
come in contact with European guards 
against tin* plague it is most likely 
that the pest will find its way into 
Constantinople by this avenue, if at 
all. 
The modes 
of 
infection with the 
bacillus of the plague are as follows: 
(ll By inoculation. The history of the 
present epidemic in Asia recounts sev­ 
eral instances of inoculation with the 
plague bacillus. On June 22 or 23, 
isnt;, while making a post mortem ex­ 
amination. Professor Ayoarna of To­ 
kyo, one of the Japanese commission­ 
ers sent to Hongkong to study the 
plague, scratched the third finger on 
his left hand; on June 27 he again 
scratched himself on the end of the 
right thumb; on the evening of June 2S 
he felt ill and had a temperature of 
101.G degrees F.; he slept well during 
that night, but during the afternoon 
of June 20 he had a temperature of 
105 degrees F. At that time a bubo 
was found in the left axilla, and there 
was a well marked lymphangitis of the 
right arm. 
A patient, while delirious with the 
pneumonic form of 
the plague, ex­ 
pectorated into the face of an English 
nurse caring for him. Within a few 
hours the eye on that side of the face 
became inflamed; later the parotid and 
eeryi(tiI glands became involved, and 
the nurse died. Other illustrations of 
inoculation with the bacillus of the 
plague might he given. Dr. Wyssoko- 
witch and Dr. Jobobat believe that 
the bacillus eau penetrate the unbroken 
skin. 
(2) By 
Inhalation. 
That

from inhalation of the bacillus cannot 
be doubted. Monkeys caused to Inhale 
the bacillus develop this form of the 
disease. (3> By deglutition. That tit** 
discase may be acquired by taking the 
bacillus Into th** alimentary canal has

demonstrated 
by 
experiments 
upon animals of various kinds. 
’The sputum of 
patients suffering 
from the pneumonic form of the dis­ 
ease is tilled with the bacilli. 
Tie* 
germs are also found, sometimes at 
least, iii the discharges from the bow­ 
els and kidneys. 
'That tie Infection 
max be transported in clothing and 
rags has b e e n long known. 
Are we iii America in danger of the 
plague? 
I will have to answer this 
question very much as I did two years 
ago: “ Y’es, we are in danger; but this 
danger, being foreseen, may be easily 
avoided.” 
In my opinion, our most 
vulnerable point is along tile Pa* hic 
coast. With the plague at Hongkong, 
it is possibl* that it may Im* transferred 
to Manila, and the transports bringing 
soldiers to this country may also bring 
the Infection. 
However, I think th** 
chances of this happening are small. 
The l«*ngth of rime required to make ;

The fact that, if the plague 
reaches us at all, it must come by sea, 
that a long voyage must be made be­ 
fore it can reach us and that the dis­ 
case will most probably appear on 
board ship before arrival at any Amer­ 
ican port ail these conditions are in 
our favor.

and north Borne®, over w hose inhabit­ 
ants the sultan of Sulu is supreme. 
For the first tim e in its history, it w as 
soon discovered, the United States was 
likely to embrace within its jurisdic­ 
tion followers of the prophet.

urally there arose the inquiry whether

him. 
This is an otTonse only second 
to actually getting the money from 
him after it has been demanded. 
President Ansrell bad become, by the 
time that this government bad need of 
his best services at Constantinople, a 
persona non grata to the sultan, and 
Iii.-- u-efuluess in tie* face of the neces­ 
sities of the ease had become a thing 
o f the past. 
IR* was advised of the 
importance and patriotic advantage to 
bis country of a prompt resignation, 
and iii due time he returned bone*, aud 
the president bad decided on the ap­ 
pointment of Mr. Cleveland's former 
minister 
to 
Turkey, 
Oscar 
Straus, 
who, during his previous sojourn in 
Constantinople, had not only made for 
him self an enviable record as a shrewd 
diplomat, but bad so ingratiated him­ 
self in the good will of the sultan that 
he w as regarded as the best diplomatic 
card that the administration could play 
at that juncture iii the great and ex 
citing game of territorial acquisition 
that was going on. 
Mr. Straus had no difficulty in gain­ 
ing an audience with the sultan for the 
purpose of advancing the request ba­ 
the friendly offices of the head of the 
Mohammedan 
church 
iii 
persuading 
the sa \ age sultan of the Sulu islands 
to listen to the suggestion of American 
domination over ids realm. 
It is not to 
lie said that Hie sultan did not strike a 
bargain when the matter became the 
subject of negotiations. 
The 
terms 
and their nature or flit* effect to appear 
in subsequent relations with the Turk­ 
ish government cannot lie stated with 
anything more than conjecture at this 
tine*, but it is sufficient for the present 
that the United Slates has carried the 
point, aud the sultan of Sulu will obey 
the advice tie has received from Abdul 
Humid. 
The allegiance of tlie* Morns from 
this tim e forward m ay be taken for 
granted. Aguinaldo at the tim e the out­ 
break of the insurgents began, imme­ 
diately preceding the ratification by 
the senate of the Paris treaty, had sent 
em issaries to the Moron to secure their 
ai«l in the war which lie w a s planning 
against the United States. 
The Moros, 
Tieing savages and sharing the hatred 
of the Spanish, were only too ready to 
give assurances of their co-operation 
in the struggle against a new invader. 
T hat their active hostility hail not soon­ 
er m ade itself felt w as due to tile fact 
that tile war waged by Aguinaldo aud 
his followers had not extended over a 
w ide extent of territory aud drawn in­ 
to its operations many of tile distant 
islanders. 
Before this could happen 
M inister Straus had accom plished ids 
fine work, ami the sultan and Sulu had 
been restrained by Abdul Ham id from 
hostile 
demonstrations 
against 
the 
United States and been m ade to see 
thai there was as much advantage for 
him in tile new rulers of tile Philip­ 
pines as fie could expect to derive from 
any 
source. 
The 
governm ent 
will 
cheerfully maintain the allow ances of 
money and revenues from certain ports 
in order that the sultan may make his 
annual pilgrimages to Mecca, where 
the em issaries of the head 
of 
the 
church will see to it that he is im ­ 
pressed with tile power and ability of 
the United States to take care of him 
and to govern his islands in peace ami 
with 
increasing advantage in trade 
and the w ays of progress and civiliza­ 
tion.

With the bubonic plague widely dif­ 
fused over tin* Indian empire, what 
measures have bet*ti taken to prevent 
its spread to other parts of the world? 
There are two routes by means of 
which the disease may pass from india 
to 
Europe, 
writes 
Professor 
V. 
C. 
Vaughn in Popular Science Monthly 
for September. 
Due of these is by ship 
through tin* Red sea. the Suez canal 
and the Mediterranean; the other is 
overland from the northwestern prov­ 
inces of India through A fghanistan in­ 
to southeastern Europe. 
In fact, there 
are three overland routes from north­ 
w estern India into Europe. 
Cine of 
these leads from Lahore, the Capital of 
lite Pupjab. through A fghanistan Into 
tin* Transcaspian province of Russia. 
The 
Transcaspian 
railway 
extends 
from Samarkand, a place of about 3o,- 
<MHI inhabitants, through the desert to 
the Caspian sea at Ouzpun Ada. 
Tile 
latter place is connected by steamer 
with Baku and the Russian railroad 
system . 
The second overland route 
starts 
from 
the northwestern 
prov­ 
inces. or Afghanistan, or Baluchistan. 
passes through Persia, extending on up 
betw een the Caspian and Black seas, 
and crosses the Caucasus mountains 
in the neighborhood o f ’Pi ti is. 
This 
s a m e 
route 
passes 
through 
Teheran, the capital of Persia, with a 
population 
of 
about 
22."»,(HM). 
lie s 
route is also largely em ployed by com­ 
mercia! travelers, especially from R u s ­ 
sia. 
The third overland route passes 
through Persia and Turkey in Asia up 
to Constantinople. 
This route cannot 
lie called a commercial highw ay, but 
it is used to a considerable extent, es­ 
pecially ffv pilgrims, and since at no 
point 
do 
travelers along this route 
come in contact with European guards 
against tie* plague it is most likely 
that tile pest will find its way into 
Constantinople by this avenue, if at 
all. 
The modes 
of 
infection with the 
bacillus of tile plague are as follows: 
(Ii By inoculation. The history of tile 
present epidemic in Asia recounts sev­ 
eral instances of inoculation with the 
plague bacillus. 
On June 22 or 23, 
I si Mi, while making a post mortem ex­ 
amination, Professor Avon ma of 'Po 
kyo, one of tin* Japanese com m ission­ 
ers sent to Hongkong to study tile 
plague, scratched Hie third finger on 
his left hand; on June 27 he again 
scratched him self on the end of the 
rigid thumb; on Hie evening of June 2S 
in* felt ill and had a temperature of 
101.ti degrees P.; lie slept well during 
that night, but during tile afternoon 
of June 20 lie bad a temperature of 
lOo degrees F. 
At that tim e a bubo 
w as found in the left axilla, and there 
w as a well marked lym phangitis of the 
rigid arm. 
A patient, while delirious with Hie 
pneum onic form of 
the plague, e x ­ 
pectorated into the face of an English 
nurse caring for bim. 
Within ti few 
hours the eye on that side of the face 
becam e inflamed; later the parotid and 
cervical glands became involved, and 
the nurse died. 
Other illustrations of 
inoculation with tile bacillus of the 
plague m ight be given. 
Dr. Wyssoko- 
witeh and 
Dr. Jobobat believe that 
the bacillus can penetrate the unbroken 
skin. 
(2) By 
inhalation. 
That 
tile 
pneumonic form of the p’°giie results 
from inhalation of the b a c illu s cannot 
be doubted. 
Monkeys caused lo inhale 
the bacillus develop til is form of the 
disease. 
(3» By deglutition. 
That tile 
disease m ay be acquired by taking the 
bacillus into the alimentary canal has 
been 
demonstrated 
by 
experim ents 
upon anim als of various kinds. 
The sp u tit in of 
patients 
suffering 
from the pneumonic form of the dis 
ease is filled 
with the bacilli. 
Tho 
germs are also found, som etim es at 
least, in the discharges from the bow ­ 
els and kidneys. 
That th* 
infection 
m ay be transported in clothing aud 
rags bas been lung known. 
Are w e in America in danger of tin* 
plague? 
I will have to answ er this 
question very much as I did tw o years 
ago: “ Yes, we an* in danger; but this 
danger, being foreseen, may be easily 
avoided.” 
In my opinion, our most 
vulnerable point is along tie* Pacific 
coast. 
With Hie plague at H ongkong, 
it is possible that it may lie transferred 
to Manila, and tie* transports bringing 
soldiers to this country may also bring 
the infection. 
However, J think tie* 
chances of Hip happening are small. 
The length of time required to make 
tie* voyage* from Manila to San Fran­ 
cisco is so great that, with the infec­ 
tion on board, it would be alm ost cer­ 
tain to m anifest itself before reaching 
our shores, and, knowing its presence 
on board a ship r*-a< bing San Francis­ 
co or any other p int on the western 
coast, thorough inspection and disin­ 
fection xviii k e e p the di-< a-e out of this 
country. 
The probabilities are that for 


several years to corno the larger omen 
of India, at least, will remain infected, 
and our sanitary authorities (bust be 
vigilant. 
The fact that, if the plague 
reaches us tit nil, it must com e by sea, 
that a long voyage must be made be­ 
fore it eau reach us and that the dis­ 
ease 
will 
most 
probably appear on 
board Hop before arrival at any Amer­ 
ican port 
till these conditions are in 
our favor. 
The general governm ent 
should take upon itself the control of 
•til measures to prevent tho introduc­ 
tion of infectious diseases from w ith­ 
out.

There are tw o routes by means of 
which the disease m ay pass from India

Yaughn in Popular Science Monthly 
for September. 
One o f these is by ship 
through the Red sea, the Suez canal 
and the Mediterranean; tile other is 
overland from the northwestern prov 
inces o f India through A fghanistan In­ 
to southeastern Europe. 
In fact, there 
are three overland routes from north­ 
western India into Europe. 
One of 
these leads from La bore, the Capital of 
the Pupjab, through A fghanistan Into 
the Transcaspian province of Russia. 
The 
Transcaspian 
railw ay 
extends 
from Samarkand, a place o f about 35,- 
ObO inhabitants, through the desert to 
the Caspian sea at Ouxoun Ada. 
The 
place is connected by steam er 
With Baku and the Russian railroad 
system . 
The second overland route 
starts from 
the 
north western 
prov­ 
inces, or Afghanistan, or Baluchistan, 
(lasses through Persia, extending on up 
bid ween the Caspian and Black seas, 
find eros es the C aucasus m ountains 
in the neighborhood o f Tfrtis. 
This 
sam e 
route 
passes 
through 
Teheran, the capital o f Persia, with a 
population 
of 
about 
225,000. 
This 
route is also largely employed by com ­ 
mercial travelers, especially from R us­ 
sia. 
The third overland route passes 
through Persia and Turkey In Asia up 
to Constantinople. 
This route cannot 
be called a commercial highw ay, but 
it is used to a considerable extent, e s ­ 
pecially O.v pilgrims, and since at no 
point 
do 
travelers along tills route 
come in contact with European guards 
against the plague it Is most likely 
that the pest will find its w ay into 
Constantinople by this avenue, if at 
all.

The history o f tile 
present epidem ic in Asia recounts sev­ 
eral Instances of Inoculation with th** 
plague bacillus.

Professor A yoam a of To­ 
kyo, one o f the Japanese com m ission­ 
ers sent to Hongkong to study the 
plague, scratched tile third finger on 
his left hand; on June 27 he again 
scratched him self on the end of tin* 
right thum b; on the evening o f June 2 S 
he felt ill and had a ti* in pc rn tare of 
1 0 1.G degrees U.; lie slept well during 
that night, but during the afternoon 
of June 21* ii** Ila*] a tem perature o f 
105 degrees F. 
At that tim e a bubo 
w as found in the left axilla, and there 
was a well marked lymphangitis of the 
right arm. 
A patient, while delirious with tin*
